(i) Levy on additional FAR to be allowed vide table above, and/or development charges shall be charged at the rates as 
laid down in the Building Bye-Laws and as revised from time to time. 

(ii) In case of residential plots above 250 sq. mtrs, facing 24 mtrs. and above road (a) the FAR shall be increased by the 
maximum ground floor coverage, (b) maximum height shall be 15 mtrs. and (c) the number of dwelling units shall 
be as given in brackets. 

(iv)(a) Basement: Basement equivalent to ground floor coverage, if constructed, shall be counted towards FAR- 

2. On Page 160 (LHS)—Gazette of India, dated 01-08-1990 under Residential Plot-Group Housing (002), the follow¬ 
ing amendments are proposed: 

(i) Maximum FAR : 167 

(ii) Under other controls, the following is proposed to be added :— 

Additional FAR, (upto maximum of 400 sqm.) shall be allowed to cater to the community needs such as commu¬ 
nity/recreational hall, society office, etc. 

(iii) Minimum street in front :18 m. 

NOTE : Levy on additional FAR and/or development charges for additional FAR (above 133) shall be charged at the rate as 
decided by the Government of India from time to time. 

3. On Page 166 (LHS) under the heading ‘Professional Activity’ the provision is replaced by the following : 
Professional activity shall be allowed in residential plots and flats on any floor on the following conditions : 

Part of the premises shall be permitted to be used upto a maximum of 25% of FAR or 100 sqm. whichever is less, for 
non-residential but non-nuisance activity which is for rendering services based on professional skills i.e. for Archi 
tects, Engineers, Lawyers, Doctors, Chartered Accountants, etc. 
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4. Farm Houses (135) : On page 164 of the Gazette of table will be replaced as follows : 

(i) Minimum size of the farm house 1 ha, 

(ii) Max. Ground Coverage—5% 

(iii) Max. FAR—5 (subject to maximum of 500 sq. mtrs. irrespective of size of the farm house). 

(iv) Number of storeys—2 (two) 

(v) Max. Height: 8 Mts. 

All constructions, including basement, if any, will be counted towards FAR 

Land will be surrendered free of cost for circulation network and infrastructure requirements as per the layout plan, by 
the land owners, allowing them the benefit of FAR on total area. 

Levy on additional FAR over and above that permitted vide Government of India, Gazette Notification No. 606(E) 
dated 1 -8-90 and/or development charges shall be charged at rates to be decided by the Government of India from time to time.
